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Professor Tierney's Fine 
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DROFESSOR MICHAEL TIERNEY 
i whose contributions to Studies are 
marked by profound thought, coupled with 
line scholarship, has an essay in the latest 
number of Studies which ought to be 
circulated in all the lands of Europe. It 
is the best-reasoned plea for a systenr of 
United States of Europe that the present 
reviewer has seen, : 

‘‘ Colonial Policy and European Peace '' 
is the title of this fine excursus. Professor 
Tierney draws a parallel (following Mr, 
Toynbee) between modern Europe and 
ancient Greece, in respect of both internal 
dissension and external influence. Ancient 
Greece, by its intellectual power and 
example, called into being nations situated 
afar; it radiated influence. The new 
nations, though cruder, were larger and 
more firmly united than Greece, and one 
of them, Rome, usurped the primacy. 

So, it 1s argued, the crude new Powers 
which have grown up at the radial 
extremities of European influence, 
America, Japan, Soviet Russia, may crush 
the place of their intellectual origin; for 
modern Europe, like ancient Greece, is a 
relatively small area, and is torn by feuds. 


‘* Eurafrica! 's 


Europe’s hope, then, is to avoid the 
mistake of Grerce, and to unify itself. 
What stands in the way? Colonial 
icalousy. Italy is cramped, and Germany 
has lost her colonies, so that both these 
virile ngtions threaten their neighbours. 
German pressure on European frontiers 
and Italy’s struggle for colonial space 
ought to be satisfied by a peaceful yielding 
to them of a share in Africa; for Africa 
is the natural field for European growth. 

Let Europe federate, and let Africa 
become its jointly-owned field of expan- 
then may Eurafrica—Professor 
Tierney commends the use of this new 
ierm—become a secure unit in a world of 
new gigantic powers, 

This brief sketch of Professor Tierney’s 
argument cannot do justice to its depth 
and value; but one criticism may be 
made. The author does not show how his 
finely-conceived scheme is to be promoted.

The correspondence shows on almost 
every page how deep was her affection for 
him, and Butler always reproached him- 
self that he could not repay her kindness 
in the only coin which she would have 
valued.

Christianity and Darwin were laudably 
the same as his own; she knitted him socks 
and kettle-holders. But she plagued him 
continually with letters which had to be 
answered, she had become such a bore that 
he would be better off:without her. And 
yet, only a few pages after Butler asks 
the reader in a footnote to sympathise with 
his dilemma, we find him suggesting to 
Miss Savage that they should coliaborate 
in a novel. One does not adopt such 
a means to be rid of an embarrassment. 


A Help in Trouble | 


Butler was capable of a good deal of 
self-deception, and his rel attitude 
towards Miss Savage can only be guessed. 
As for hers towards him, it is evident 
enough. The. letters show it. and they 
show more—a kindly, intelligent and 
humorous nature, and a talent for pene- 
trating criticism which helped to bring 
one pioneer through his struggle with 
poverty and a hostile world, and to place 
him almost in the first rank of writers. 
Unselfishness, perhaps, was the keynote of 
Miss Savage’s character. If she imposed 
herself on Butler, it must have been un- 
consciously, for at. least she never imposed 
her troubles on him, and he never- knew 
that she was suffering from a fatal disease 
until it was too late. She died in 1885, 
and Butler, a few weeks before his own 
death, wrote :— 

““And now, though twenty years are come 
and gone, 

That little lame lady's face is with me 

still.” i | 

There is no reason to think that his 
emotion was not genuine, or that he did 
not realise how valuable Miss Savage had 
been to him. Indeed, this correspondence 
(which has been prepared for publication 
by Mr. Geoffrey Keynes and Mr. Brian 
Hill) was one of his last attempts to re- 
pay the debt.

record of what he found. Mr. Goodwin is 
a free-lance journalist, and sometimes a 
piece of journialese flies from his pen so 
perfect that one wonders if he did it on 
purpose. The weight of opinion, however, 
is against such a theory. He speaks of 
“the produce of Havana’’ when he buys 
a cigar, and of “the produce of the 
champagne district’’ when he buys a 
drink. The chain of a maitre d'hotel 
becomes ‘‘ the metallic insignia of a head 
waiter,’’ and every lady is an “ enchant- 
ress.” Curiously, however, these rather 
terrible trifles are not too obtrusive; for 
Mr} Goodwin does really carry one away 
with the energy, speed&@shrewdness, anid 
imagination of his writing. 


Damp Dowagers 


He does not like the Royal Academy 
and its patrons. “ No manufacturer of 
chocolates,’ he says, “would dare to 
adorn the boxes containing his confections 
with the portraits of damp dowagers and 
obese mayors that spread themselves all 
over its walls like fungus.’’ “Listen,” he 


murmuring to that long-haired young 
man with the filthy fingernails.’’ He does 
not like night clubs. Their characteristics 
are ‘‘foreign waiters, black musicians, 
garish schemes of decoration, an atmo- 
sphere of grotesque tawdriness, and a pro- 
prietorial greed for gold.” Here he finds 
the fat provincial magnate, the mannish 
woman, the stout weman and her gigolo, 
middle-aged Jews and Jewesses, '' over- 
dressed, overpainted, and overpowdered ”’ ; 
the suburban youths, the dancing partners 
and the contemptuous negro band. It 
ia not a new discovery, but Mr. Goodwin 
describes the scene with new drive. 


House of Commons Odours 


He does not like the House of Commons. 
nor the House of Lords. The House of 
Commons is like ‘‘ a second-hand book shop 
on a foggy afternoon in November,” and 
‘if you can infuse into your conception 
the blended odours of an old clothes shop. 
a tannery, a faulty drain, the decomposing 
remains of a rat, and a cheese that has 
gone from bad to worse, you will have 
formed some idea of the atmosphere.” In 
similar derisive fashion he describes all-in 
wrestling, a society wedding, a men’s club, 
a music hall, and an expensive restaurant. 
With an extremely brutal hand he shows 
up all the pretence, meanness and sham of 
many sections of London life ; but his very 
violence often prompts one to a gentle 
“surely it is not as bad as all that?” 
Over a Cup tie. a fun fair, the speakers 
in Hyde Park. the Boat Race. and Lord’s 
he is less openly scornful ; and in the three 
sporting events his description is as witty 
and as breathless as a running commentary 
on the*other side of the Atlantic. 

This is a book that possibly one should 
not take too seriously. Mr. Goodwin him- 
self has led an active life as a front-line 
soldier and a Secret Service agent. and 
naturally he has little patience with the 
trivialities of city existence; but, like a 
gangster picture, “ One of the Crowd ” is 
good and rousing entertainment.

At Seapoint, County Dublin, a _ three- 
storey house collapsed yesterday, and the 
family, Mr. and Mrs. Moran and their 
child, had a very narrow, escape from 
injury. The house, Veprey, Seapoint 
avenue, had been converted into flats, but, 
ortunately, two of the families who had 
occupied it had recently» moved into 
Dublin.

The remaining walls 
of the house are in danger of collapse, and 
employés of the Borough Corporation have 
made arrangements to take them down. 
Shortly afterwards fire broke out in the 
débris of the house, and the brigade were 
engaged in fighting it for some time. 

All the furniture was badly damaged. 


COLLAPSE AT BRAY 


Three people were rendered homeless in 
Bray, County Wicklow, when the side wall 
of their house collapsed during the fury 
of the gale. The occupants, Mrs. Dunne 
and her two sons, had just left their house 
at Dargle road when the collapse occurred. 

Workmen continued yesterday to repair 

the damage at the Hammond Lane 
Foundry, Dublin, which was caused when 
the side wall and long sheets of corrugated 
iron roofing was blown down into the 
et. 
In many parts of the city and country 
families hastily left their homes, fearing 
that they. might collapse. A tenement 
house in North King street, Dublin, sheok 
so violently that“the occupants ran into 
the street. They**were accommodated by 
neighbours, and were able to return yes- 
terday. 

At Upper Exchange street a part of the 
roofing of a house was blown across the 
street, and the families had to leave after 
the gale had damaged the hall door and 
smashed glass in several windows. 

At the residence of Mr. Sean O 
hUadhaigh, solicitor, in Dalkey, slates 
were blown into the conservatory, the glass 
of which was shattered, and trees and 
shrubs in the garden damaged, while 
further along at Railway street, Dalkey, 
a window in a tobacconist’s shop was 
blown in. 


DAMAGE IN PARKS 


In the coastal parks at Blackrock and 
Dun Laoghaire; as well as the Phoenix 
Park and the College Pa:.. in Dublin, trees 
were uprooted, and hedges and shrubs 
uprooted and blown about in a remark- 
able manner. i 

At Howth the damage done to the hill 
tramway and to public property on the 
exposed side of the Head was repaired 
vesterday, but the damage is estimated at 
several hundred pounds. i 

Passengers on a Bray-bound omnibus 
had narrow escapes at Tem; ': Hill, Black- 
rock. when a tree crashed down on the 
roadway in front of.the ’bus, bringing 
down electric light cables and a standard 
with it. The driver immediately pulled 
up as a vivid flash from the electric light 
cables lit up the whole scene. 

Private vachts and othez vessels were 
considerably damaged. All along the sea 
front. on the road from Howth to Dublin, 
rowing boats yesterday lay capsized or 
adrift. while boatmen at Dun Laoghaire 
sustained losses when their boats were 
driven against the walls of the harbour 
and smashed. Summer holiday huts at 
Shankill. County Dublin, and others at 
Portmarnock, on the other side of the city, 
were blown down, and jn two cases the 
wooden walls were blown almost a hundred 
yatds away. Some of the huts 
collapsed like a building made of cards.

DAMAGE IN MANY AREAS 


A motor car tour through the storm- 
swept roads of South County Dublin early 
vesterday morning revealed the extent of 
the damage caused by the wind. At 
least thirty trees had been uprooted in 
the Foxrock, Cabinteely, Stillorgan and 
Dun Laoghaire areas, and three roads 
were completely stork. ange others 
being almost impassable owing 
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Many road boundary walls and walls 
encircling private houses were smashed 
by the falling trees. 

At the British Ministry of Pensions, 
near Leopardstown, the road towards 
Dundrum was blocked by a huge tree, 
which in falling had ujst missed part 
of a building on the other side of the 
road. The road from Foxrock to Cabin- 
teely was also completely blocked, as was 
another road to Cabinteely from Golden 
Ball. 

Parts of the low-lying road in “this 
area were flooded to a depth of several 
inches, and some of the fields resembled 
lakes studded with little islands of grass- 
land, 

A tinkers’ camp on the Cabintecly 
branch road for Dean’s Grange was 
flooded out, and the remains of two tents 
reposed in a hedge some hundreds of 
yards away. 

Throughout yesterday gangs of men were 
at work sawing up the fallen treés, and 
trafic was possible on all routes during 
the afternoon. 

The Malahide roads to Portmarnock. 
Dublin and Swords, which were impass 
able to traffic up to early yesterday morn 
ing, were also cleared. 


THE BROKEN WIRES 


Cross-Channel telegraphic communica 
tions, which were severed on Thursday, 
had not. been completely restored last 
night. The /rish Times wires to Great 
Britain, which went out of commission 
shortly after three o'clock on Thursday, 
were still broken up to a late hour last 
night, while the telegraphic communica. 
tions to the South of Ireland were also 
interfered with in some instances 

The Engimeer-in-Chief of the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs (Mr. T. J. 
Monaghan) told an Jrisk Times reporter 
yesterday that, given calin conditions to- 
day, all communication would be restored 
throughout this country. 

“What is happening now,” he said, ‘‘ is 
that trees which have been shaken by the 
force of the storm are falling across the 
wires, but in the difficult conditions our 
engineers and repair men have done very 
good work. It is, of course, falling trees 
which have caused all the damage to 
wires. An area of about fifty miles’ on 
the North coast from Dublin seems to 
have heen the most severely hit area near 
Dublin, In the South the Waterford dis- 
trict was so badly hit that we have been 
unable to get a really good picture of the 
extent of the damage, and, although there 
is still a great deal to be done, services, 


| wherever humanly possible, have been 
Í restored.

POST OFFICE WORK BY 

CANDLE-LIGHT 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 

LIMERICK, Friday. 
The storm was terrifying in Limerick. 
Big sheets of zinc were torn from a gate 
near the post office and blown about Lowe 
Cecil street with deafening crashes. One 
sheet fell on the electric cable, cutting 


off the light from the post office, with the 
result that business had to be transacted 


‘by candle-light until after ten o'clock, 


when the lighting service was partially 
restored. 

The Shannon overflowed its banks, 
and houses were flooded to the depth of 
several feet. The roof of one house near 
the post office was blown off, and fell in a 
street. 

‘All telegraphic wires, i 6 those to 
Cork, were down, and the telephone service 
was so much interrupted that those who 
put calls through at 7.30 could not get 
through until 11 o'clock, and then only for 
three minutes.

EWER films were rejected by the Free 

State Film Censor (Mr. James 
Montgomery) in 1935 than in the previous 
year; but he cut 137 out of the 614 long 
films submitted to him and rejected 62 
(10 per cent.) Of the 973 ‘‘shorts”’ 
which he saw, he cut 102 (10.5 per cent.) 
and rejected 26 others. 


After the Appeal Board had seen some 
ictures they passed some |,

with” cuts, and the total number of 
absolute rejections was reduced to 58 (3.6 
per cent. of the total submitted), as com- 
pared with 118 (7.8 per cent.) in the 
previous year. Fourteen of the rejected 
films were British, the total number 
coming from these studios being 339. 


RESULTS OF APPEALS 


The total number of appeals was sixty, 
and in. thirty of these the Censor’s deci- 
sion was confirmed. In eleven cases his 
judgment was reversed, and the remaining 
nineteen were passed after cuts had been 
made,

FILMS BY THE MILE 
Over 5,000,000 feet of dramatic and 


| variety film were submitted to the Censor 


last year. The exact figure was 5,047,649, 
as compared with 4,711,958 feet in 1934. 
The length of interest and topical films 
submitted increased slightly from 612,109 
feet in 1934 to 624,558 feet in the year 
under review. 

The Appeal Board, however, saw less 
film than in 1934, the length being 406,750 
feet, as against 590,164 in the previous 
twelve months. 

Six hundred and fourteen films were 
over 2,000 feet in length, 139 of these 
coming from British studios; 601 were 
submitted in 1934, and 138 of these were 
from -England. Interest and topical films 
totalled 785 (47 cut) in 1935, and 771 (65 
cut) in 1934. Of the 15 pictures sub- 
mitted as educational, 13 were certified for 
free importation. In the previous year 10 
out of 11 pictures in this category were 
certified. 

Less pictorial and publicity matter was 
rejected by Mr. Montgomery last year, the 
total being 487 items, as compared with

MAN and his wife, who lived in a 

caravan hear Roscall Cross, in a 
laneway off the Dublin-Drogheda road 
leading to Ballyboghill, were burned to 
death during the storm on TJhutsday 
night. 

Patrick O'Rourke, the husband, a man 
of early middle age, is said to have come 
from the West of Ireland about five years 
ago, and since that time has worked in 
the district round Malahide as an 
itinerant farm labourer. During the slack 
season his wife and he were accustomed to 
travel about the country in a donkey cart, 
over which was a flimsy linen structure 
as a protection from the weather, and on 
Thursday night they encamped in the 
shelter of a tree by the roadside at Roscal! 
Cross. 

It is not known how the fire originated. 
but among the débris the remains of an 
oil lamp were found, and from the posi- 
tion of the cart and the fact that the 
shafts were broken, it is thought that in 
a gust of wind the supports of the vehicle 
were blown down, and it fell forward, up- 
setting the lamp. 

When an Irish Times reporter visited 
the scene yesterday afternoon the bodies 
had not been removed, and the charred 
remains lay under the tree among the 
cracked delph and twisted cooking utensils 


THE INQUEST

The Order Paper for the meeting of the 
Free State Senate on next Tuesday was 
sent to members yesterday. The first 
matter to be discussed will be the report 
of the Committee on. Procedure and 
Privileges regarding the action of the 
Chairman of the Senate in connection with 
the Land Purchase (Guarantee Fund) 
Bill. 

Senator Brown will move the adoption of 
the report, a summary of which already 
has been published. The same Senator 
will move an amendment to the Standing 
Orders, as recommended by the Committee, 
to meet a similar situation should such 
arise. To amend its Standing Orders at 
time when the Senate appears to be on the 
point of extinction would seem to be going 
to unnecessary trouble. But the members 
of the Second House are determined to 


carry on in their usual efficient way re- ; 


ecrdless of their threatened doom. 

The other item on the Order Paper will 
be the Report stage of the Conditions ot 
Employment Bill, for which a large 
number of amendments has been tabled. 

The Senate will meet on the following 
day (Wednesday) for the special purpose 
of dealing with the Constitution (Amend- 
ment No. 24) Bill. This is the bill which 
provides for the abolition of the Senate 
itself, It is likely that the President will 
be present to represent the Government, 
and a large gathering of Senators may be 
anticipated. The occasion will be an 
historic one, possibly the last on which 
the Second Chamber “ as at present con- 
stituted ” will be seen within the precincts 
of Leinster House.

Mr. Maguire himself went so far as to 
say that ‘‘the experts stated that the 
quantity of coal. is almost inexhaustible. 
There are only two seams of -coal proved, 
but the experts believe that the principal 
seam occurs under Lough Allen. 

WORK FOR THOUSANDS. 

“They state the quantity of coal is 
practically inexhaustible and so is the 
shale, which gives a high percentage of 
hydrocarbon and ammonia. 

“The waste gas available from the 
treatment of the iron ore and shale is 
capable of developing thirty thousand 
horse-power, which will be available to 
augment the Shannon scheme. 

“The economic value of the proposition 
to the State is, therefore, enormous. The 
experts reported that from three to four 
thousand men would be permanently em- 
ployed on the minerals. Housing would 
have to be provided accordingly for about 
two thousand families.

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DEMAND 
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FIRE BRIGADE 
NEEDED 
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DANGER FROM FUTURE 
OUTBREAKS REALISED 
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From a ASPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 
DROGHEDA, Friday. 


ROGHEDA’s big fire of Wednesday 
morning, which resulted in damage 
estimated at £100,000, has united the 
people of the town in a demand for a fire 
brigade. 

The chief subject of conversation in 
Drogheda to-day is the fire, and the in- 
adequate means which were available for 
fighting it. Yet the town is compara- 
tively fortunate, they say. If the fire had 
broken out last night, when the gale was 
raging, Drogheda, with its narrow, ram- 
bling streets of old houses, to-day would 
be a town of charred and blackened home- 
steads. | 

‘Tf shall not rest, and I am sure that 
the other traders will be with me, until 
we have fire-fighting appliances suitable 
to our present: importance,’’ said Mr. J. 
Maurice Collins, trader, of Shop street. 
His remark epitomises the feelings of the 
business community in the town. It also 
expresses the sentiments of the workers, 
who, watching the ruins of the gutted 
shops, speak of the loss to the town. 


COST TO THE RATES 


For several years the matter of provide 
ing a fire brigade has come periodically 
before the Corporation. The proposals 
always have been shelved, the feeling of 
the members being that the cost would add 
too much to the rates. Yet the rates of 
Drogheda amount only to 14s. 10d. in 
the £. 

As far back as 1926—ten years ago—a 
comparatively efficient fire engine was 
offered to the Corporation at a low price. 
The offer was declined. 

Tue population now is between fourteen 
and fifteen thousand people. There are two 
large linen mills, two boot factories, seve- 
ral clothing factories, a brewery, a dis- 
tillery and other minor factories, all em- 
ploying several thousand people; yet 
the present fire brigade consists of a hand- 
cart with two lines of hose which are 
operated by volunteers. 

Mr. 8. P. Cullen, P.C., a pharmaceutical 
chemist, whose premises are opposite the 
burned houses, said: “I certainly believe 
that a great deal of the damage caused by 
the fire could have been avoided if we had 
had first class fire-fighting apparatus in 
the town. For instance, if we had had 
apparatus such as that owned by the 
Dundalk Urban Council, and if it had 
been rushed to the spot the blaze would 
have been. overcome in a matter of 
minutes. At least only one shop would 
have been affected. 


INFLAMMABLE MATERIAL 


' Everyone in the. town is crying out 
for a proper fire-fighting apparatus. The 
greater part of the town comprises houses © 
closely packed together and if a fire 
occurred with a breeze blowing one could 
not imagine where it would stop. Besides, 
in the heart of this congested area there 
are stores of inflammable materials and 
if these caught what a danger there would 
be to the people ! | 

‘‘A demand to the Corporation to rectify 
the present state of affairs must be made. 
I, for one, will support it, for I think that 
a proper fire service is essential in a town 
like Drogheda.’’ 

Alderman C.  Kierans (chairman, 
Drogheda Chamber of Commerce) said that 
the question of establishing a fire brigade 
in Drogheda always had been voted out 
on the question of cost. It was not merely 
a matter of providing a fire engine. To 
have a really efficient fire-fighting unit it 
was necessary that a fire station should be 
built, men trained for the work, and a 
terrace of houses provided for the men so 
that they would be all together in the 
event of an emergency. 


A SUGGESTION 


Alderman Kierans put forward the sug- 
gestion that part of the cost of providing 
such a unit should fall on the insurance 
companies. ‘* Supposing the insurance of 
property in’ this town amounted to 
£900,000 a very small proportion of that 
would enable the local corporation to pro- 
vide proper services to deal with outbreaks 
of fire,’ he said. ‘‘ After all, it would be 
in the interests of the insurance com- 
panies.”’ 

He suggested that the Civic Guards, 
instead of living in houses in different 
parts of the town, ‘should be housed 
together. Thus, in case of emergency they 
all would be available. They were pro- 
vided with an allowance for rent, and this 
sum could be capitalised to provide special 


i houses for married policemen. 


Alderman J. Dowd, a former Mayor of 
Drogheda, said he had been tabling 
motions with a view to providing a proper 
fire brigade in the town for several years 
past. About two years ago the matter 
Was to come up when the estimates were 
being considered. It was put aside. 

. AIL this talk about the ratepayers 
objecting is, beside the point,” he said. 
‘The ratepayers did not object when the 
Corporation decided to embark en a 
£350,000 water supply; the ratepaye: 
not object to the spending of £15,00 
the erection of a technical school. Wi 
should they object to the setting up of a fire 
brigade which would ensure the protection 
of life and property?” 


INDUSTRIAL FUTURE 


With all its big industries it was vita] 
to the town that it should be in a position 
to offer protection to the industrialists. 
The Corporation must have a fire brigade, 
otherwise it might affect future industrial 
expansion in the town. Certainly the rate- 
payers would have no objection, said 
Alderman Dowd. | | 

The point of view of the workers was 
much the same. When asked what they 
thought about it one said: “ Why should 
we not have a fire brigade like that in 
Dundalk? The whole town could be 
burned, and we would not be able to do 
anvthing.”’ 

Several of the owners of the premises 
which were destroyed are making arrange- 
ments for the re-opening of their business 
in temporary buildings. Those who have 
been put out of their homes are lodging 
with friends. no

Yet be was a professional painter who held 
many exhibitions, and “sold his canvases 
widely among connoisseurs. He had a high 
artistic sense of colour and took delight in 
his palette. ‘‘.A.E.’’ painted for the sheer 
love of expressing the imagery of his mind in 
the sensuous pleasure of colourful statement. 
A desire has been felt by many friends to 
accord his memory the tribute of some re- 
cognition of his achievement in art. To this 
end an exhibition of a Jarge. number of 
é A E.'s pictures is to be opened next 
Wednesday at the Daniel Egan Galleries, 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. It has been 
organised. by Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A., 
and Mr. Constantine Curran, one of the 
honorary secretaries of the ‘* A.E,' Memorial 
Fund. - 

Mr. C, P. Curran, who yesterday was 
interviewed by an /rish Times reporter, said 
that some people seemed to think that George 
Russell's painting was merely a side issue 1n 
his life, and his reputation as an artist. has 
been somewhat lost sight of “in that of the 
poet and writer. His poetry, and paintin 
should ‘stand almost side by sides I woul 
liken his. place, he said, to that of Blake 
aiid Rossetti, poets and painters both. 

“ A.E.'s' sense of colour and the beauty 
of form came to him very early in life. He 
has recorded in ‘*Song and its Fountains ”’ 
how at the age of four or five beauty first 
dawned on him, 

‘* The exhibition we are holding has meant 
much work, but also much generous assistance 
from levers of A,E.,’ the painter-poet. 
Dublin and its neighbourhood Mr. O’Brien 
and T have gathered together eighty pictures, 
two portrait busts, as well as. a portrait 
ainted by Sarah Purser. Mr. Daniel Egan 
1as kindly placed his gallery freely at our 
service fox the exhibition.”’ 


A.E. AS ART STUDENT 


Mr. Curran is an enthusiastic admirer of 
George Russell’s art, and was happy in 
describing its meyit,.and all that concerned 
A.E. as an artist. 

He told me something of which some people 
may be uniware, in mentioning that, George 
Russell was a student at the Metropolitan 
Schocl of Art. He said that Russell attended 
the school when another Irish poet—W. JB. 
Yeats—was a student of drawing there. He 
was also a fellow-student of Mr. Oliver 
Sheppard and John Hughes, the sculptor. 
The exhibition will contain ‘sculptured por- 
traits of Russell by both artists. 

Was A.E. long a student at the Art School? 

“No. He was an accountant in Pims’ 
about that time, and I rather think he 
perfected his own technique. His early work 


was in pastel, and his drawing 
was done at week-ends and on holi- 
days. Later, when he became organiser 


im the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, 
he always had his sketch book with him. He 
had done little oil painting; I- think he only 
turned to oil painting definitely in '1900.” 

When did he begin to exhibit? 

“- Russell had no idea of exhibiting until 
Casimir and the Countess Markievics eame 
over from Paris, in 1902 or 1903, and asked 
him to join them in an art show. A.E. 
was able to hang nearly sixty pictures at 
that show, some forty of which were priced 
for sale. After that he éxhibited regularly 
up to the time of the war, and a good part 
of his income was derived froni his work as 
a professional artist,”’ 


WHO INFLUENCED HIM? 


“HH has been said that he was much in- 
fluenced by Millet, Monticelli, Moret and 
Corot ?”’ : 

“Phat influence is much exaggerated. He 
had great sympathy with the French Impres- 
sionists, He revélled in colour, light and 
gay scenes. He did not merely reproduce 
what he saw. He was a visionary painter. 
reproducing images in his own mind, and all 
his work 1s marked by a rhythmic suavity. 
He was never abrupt, but was addicted to 
pure colour and harmonious compesition.”’ 

‘“Were you witness to his reaction to the 
old or the newer masters ?”’ 

‘“I was in gallenes with him in Paris and 
London. He was attracted to Fra Angelico, 
Watteau, Moret and Rousseau. T know he 
was much impressed at the French Exhibition 
in London with  Claude’s “ Enchanted 
Castle,” and in-+ the National Gallery by 
Rembrandt’s ‘Jewish Merchant ’’. .Tintoretto 
and Turner attracted: him, also the English 
pre-Raphaelites. He had .ittle sympathy 
with Cézanne and the post-impressionists. 

“I suppose you~ often saw -Russell at 
work ?”’ 

““Í never met an artist who worked with 
such ‘extraordinary rapidity. - He loved 
painting, and I think it was a relief to him. 

Jnfortunately, several of the pictures he 
ranked most highly were lost in the destruc- 
tion of Sir Horace Plunkett’s house, 
Kilteragh, and some of his best work is 
abroad, but our exhibition will be a revela- 
tion to many people who are unfamiliar’with 
the range and quality of ‘A.E.’s’ work as 
an artist.”

NQUEST ON KILKENNY 
CHRISTIAN BROTHER 


- 


From Our ConRESPONDENT. 
KILKENNY, Friday. 

“The cause of death was suffocation, due 
to crushing ol the body and aspiration. oÍ: 
food into the larnyx, as a result of a tree 
having fallen on him,” was the verdict re- 
turned by the Deputy Coroner, Mr, N. Healy, 
solicitor, who sat without a jury at an inquest 
which was held in the Central Hospital, -Kil- 
kenny, to-day, on the body of the Very Rev. 
Brother O'Byrne, superior, Christian Brothers’ 
Schools, Kilkenny, who lost his life at Thorn- 
back during the height of the storm yester- 
day. 

Mr. Michael Bolger, a teacher in the 
schools, said that Drother O’Byrne had called 
at his house on Thursday evening at about 
4.£0 o'clock, and they went for a walk along 
the Thornback road. On nearing Thornback 
Cemetery they saw some trees across the road 
and decided to turn back. Shortiy after re- 
tracing their steps they beard a tree crash. 
Brother O’Byrne sprang forward and witness 
went back a few paces just as the tree 
crashed. Witness climbed into a field and 
went along at the back of the trees, and then 
get on to the main road again, and waited 
for Brother O'Byrne to rejoin him. Later 


two men came along and he told them about 


the tree falling. One of them went. up the 
road and. found Brother O'Byrne pinned 
under the tree. They then procured help, 


and one of the mén informed witness that 


Brother O'Byrne was dead. “The body was 
extracted from underneath the tree a short 
time later. 

Returning the verdict,. the. Coroner said 
that he wished to express his own personal 
sympathy, and also, having regard to the 
position the late Brother O'Byrne held and 
the esteem in which he was held by the 
citizens of Kilkenny of all creeds and classes, 
he felt justified in expressing on behalf of the 
citizens their deep sympathy with the tela- 
tives.

The Times, in a leading article to-day,. 
says :—The mighty gale, which during the 
past thirty-six hours has caused some loss 
of life and considerable damage in many 
parts of the country, must have renewed in 
many minds the feeling, that efforts to 
counteract the excesses of nature are long 
overdue. There is,» indeed, no known 
method of preventing the wind from 
blowing or the rain from falling, or of 
inducing the rain to fall in time cf 
drought. But the present: hurricane has 
come at a time when serious jnconvenience 
to individuals and damage to industry had 
already been caused by floods, and -that 
has increased both the area and the 
severity of the flooding. These floods, 
themselves, followed upon a period of :pro- 
longed drought, and it is beyond question 


; that the injurious effects both of floods 


and of drought are to a great extent pre- 
ventible. 
In the past there has been too great a 


tendency to take a passive view of such 
catastrophies. While the drought or the 


flood lasts there may, indeed, have been 
an outcry against the neglect of preventive 
measures, but when the drought or the 
flood ended life went on as though they 
would never recur. 
Recent reports state that drinking water 
is still being carted’ through floods to 
certain villages. That is too startling an 
instance of the paradox of poverty in the 
midst of plenty to permit of any com- 
placency over the present rate of progress,

SETTLEMENT REACHED 
LAST NIGHT 


A mass meeting of strikers held at Liberty 
Hall, Dublin, last night accepted the pro- 
posals for a settlement of the wood-working 
end of the furniture trade dispute. 

These workers came out on strike six 
weeks ago for an increase of 2d. per hour 
in the case of cabinet-makers, chair-makers, 
male french polishers and woodcutting 
machinists. The demand for female french 
polishers was for an increase of 6d. per hour, 
with a forty-four-hour working wick for all 
grades, 

The proposals accepted by the meeting 
were as follow :—An increase of ld, per hour 
for the male workers, making the new dis- 
trict rate Is, 11d. per hour; an increase of 
2d. per hour for the female polishers, making 
the new rate ls. per hour; a starting rate 
of 7s. 6d. for male and female apprentices. 
The former are to receive 15s. per week in 
the second year, 22s. 6d. in the third, 350s. 
in the fourth, 37s. 6d. in the fifth, and 50s. 
in the sixth. The latter are to receive 12s. 6d. 
in the second year, 17s. 6d. in the third, and 
25s. in the fourth year. When an apprentice 
has finished training he or she is not to be 
dismissed without working at least one week 
at full wages. 

A Joint Industrial Council is to be set up 
to deal with trade problems. 

The unions on their part have agreed to 
endeavour to bring the country rates to 
within 2d. per hour of the Dublin rate. 

Last night’s meeting lasted about three 
hours. There was a majority of 172 in 
favour of the terms of settlement.

R. W. T. COSGRAVE, T.D., Presi- 

dent of the United Ireland Party, 

last night issued the following further 

contribution to the controversy between 
himself and the Irish Press :— 

‘I should like to sum up the results 
of this controversy. 

“ (1) The Government newspaper has 
had to devote ten leading articles to five 
statements of mine, but it has never even 
dealt with the relevant charges much less 
attempted to refute them. The Govern- 
ment paper’s placard—‘ Badly Hurt: Mr. 
Cosgrave Makes Fresh Attack ’—indicates 
the negligible effect of their fire, while 
they do me honour in complaining that 
they are subject to what they call my 
broadsides. The attack on the other news- 
papers is simply childish. If I wished, 
I could have a great deal to say :.bout the 
Trish. Press methods of publication. 


THE 1920 ACT 


“ (2) I quoted judicial opinion that the 
1920 Act has’ no validity in the Irish Free 
State. The Act of 1920 conceded to 
Southern Ireland the annuities—that is, 
three million pounds per annum—but 
saddled Southern Ireland with a liability 
for the payment to Great Britain of ten 
million pounds per annum. The Treaty 
abrogated the 1920 Act, and judges have 
so held. ¢ | 

“ (3) Neither the agreement of 1923 nor 
the Hogan Act affected the issue of 
liability for the payment of the collected 
annuities for the purpose for which they 
were raised—discharging the debt due to 
Bond holders. The Government action is 
w proof of this. If they were satisfied 
with the case they make they could have 
limited themselves merely to repeal Sec- 
tion 12 (2) of the Hogan Act.

“ (5) We are really in the land annuity 
question dealing not with the assertion of 
a legal or a moral claim by the Fianna 
Fail Party.

Whence 
did he derive his authority for doing so? 
Not from the Treaty, as even Mr. Cosgrave 
admits it could give him no such power 
Are we to be told that Mr. Collins could 
motu proprio hand back as a gift three 
millions of Irish revenue .to the British 
Treasury? “The idea is preposterous, but 
this is really Mr. Cosgrave’s case, It 18 
the sole justification which remains to him 
of his own Secret Agreement. 

The second string to Mr. Cosgrave’s bow 
is the advice furnished to him by eminent 
legal gentlemen in support of the course 
which he adopted. But the value of tliis 
legal opinion is vitiated, in the first place, 
by the circumstances that it is ex post facto. 
and, in the second place, because the material 
and material document which governed the 
whole transaction was withheld from them 
when they were arriving at their conclusions. 
That has been admitted by Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
who has told the public that his confréres 
and himself regarded the '“ Secret Agree- 
ment.’’ as quite ‘‘irrelevant when they were 
considering the advice they would give to 
the Cosgrave Government. It would be 
more charitable, and perhaps more just, to 
say that they had no knowledge that any 
such document existed at the time, but, 
however that may be, the fact that the 
British Government based their claim on 
what Mr. Lavery considered to be an irrele- 
vant scrap of poner makes it possible to dis- 
miss without further ceremony the mass of 
legal lumber which Mr. Cosgrave has dis- 
ace at the heads of the public. Indeed, 
could anything be more ludicrous and ab- 
surd than the position which Mr. Cosgrave 
and his legal advisers ask the public to ac- 
cept as being the true one. On the one hand 
the Irish chorus of leader and lawyers shout— 
“Under the Purchase Acts. you are bound 
to pay up. It is an obligation from which 
you cannot escape, as you must provide for 
the service of the Land Stock.” 

But Mr. J. H. Thomas strikes an entirely 
different note. The late Dominions Secretary, 
acting on the advice of his legal advisers, 
adopted a very different attitude. He 
based the British claim on the Cosgrave 
Agreement as being that on which they could 
insist, and it was on the strength of it he 
launched the economic war in order to bring 
the Free State to its knees. That is the legal

: BELFAST, Friday. 
HE scheme of insurance for agricultural] 
is workers in Northern Ireland will be on 
the same basis as the new British 
measure, and will not provide for lower con-

This, was disclosed by the Northern Minister 
of Labour (the Right Hon. J, M. Andrews) 
this afternoon to a. deputation of the Ulster

Mr. Andrews welcomed the deputation, and 
said that he was glad to have an opportunity 
of explaining to them some of the main pro- 
visions of the new British bill. He referred 
to the fact that, when he met a former depu- 
tation from their Union, they had expressed 
the view that a scheme of insurance for agri 
cultural workers should be kept financially 
separate from the general industrial unem- 
ployment insurance scheme. .He was glad to 
be able to assure them that it had been 
decided to proceed on these lines. 


BENEFIT RATES 


They had also expressed the opinion that 
benefit rates for agricultural workers. should 
be Jower than the rates applicable under the 
general scheme, and that contributions should 
be lower. He was in a position to say that 
their views in this respect were also being 
met. 

The deputation stated that they approved 
of the principle of insurance for agricultural 
workers, but that they considered the rates 
of benefit under the British scheme, if applied 
to Northern Ireland, would be unduly high, 
having regard to the conditions in this area, 
and they suggested an appreciable reduction 
in the rates, 

The Minister thanked the deputation for 
giving him the opportunity of again hearing 
their views. He explained, however, that in 
accordance with the policy of the Government 
of Northern Ireland to maintain social services 
comparable with those in Great Britain the 
bill which will be introduced in the Northern 
Ireland Parliament will be on similar lines 
to the British measure.
